and apparent Insufficient con­ 
cern of the Hoard of State Col­ 
lege Trustees in setting up the 
new State College in the 
Southwest area of our county."

Richards, who authored the 
bill creating the college, staled 
ihal as far as he could de­ 
termine, "not one meeting has 
been held to even discuss a 
possible site for the new 
school."

THE SENATOR included 
these observations in remarks 
at an open meeting at the Sil­ 
ver Spur Elementary School 
Auditorium, P a 1 o s Verdes, 
Sunday. He further stated that 
the college is designed to 
serve that entire important 
area south of Santa Monica 
and west of the Harbor Free­ 
way, including Torrance and 
Palos Verdes.

"CALIFORNIA already has

programs for gifted children. 
It is further noteworthy that, 
by 1965, all public schools 
will be teaching languages, 
beginning in the sixth grade.

"Much has been done, but 
much more remains to be 
done. The state college here 
is another big step in the 
progresf of our area and our 
people. I urge the trustees to 
implement the enabling legis­ 
lation with all possible speed."
